To Expand New Court

According to Supervisor
Burton W, Chace, it was
decided to expand the court-
house vertically rather than
horizontally to conserve site
space for adequate off-street
parking facilities.

On Chace's motion, the
supervisors increased the
scope of the Torrance proj-
ect from $2,350,000 to $3,-
057,000.

More than 200 supporters
